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Council refuses to light 'dump area

Although it is concerned, the Romulus City 
Council turned a cool ear toward Councilman 
Lnng Coleman’s suggestion that it im- 
mediately approve funds to light the area of 
the city being used as a “dumping ground" 
for bodies. 

Coleman proposed at last week’s council 
session to authorize funds for the lighting of 
the Beverly Road-Henry Ruff Road area of 
the city - the area where two young Detroit 
boys’ bodies were found by police that 
morning. 


Residents complain about city's reputation 


“I had many neighbors on my porch when I 
came home from work that day asking me to 
do something about changing the area to 
insure that no more bodies are dumped in this 
city," he said. 

"WHETHER WE like it or not, Romulus is 
getting a bad reputation because of these 
things, and I think it’s incumbent upon the 
council to take some action to change this 


course of events," he added. 

Coleman, recently elected to the council, 
suggested the council appropriate funds to 
light Henry Ruff Road from Van Born to 
Beverly Road and Beverly Road from Henry 
Ruff westward. In addition, he suggested that 
the council look into paving the two roads in 
an effort “to allow more traffic to travel them 
to discourage people from using Romulus as 


the drop-off point for bodies." 

The council took no action, however, 
because of the precent any action may set for 
other residents to use against the city 

“We’ve been charging special assessments 
for lighting the city," said Councilman James 
Stewart. “And I can just see when the council 
appropriates funds for lighting one area of the 
city all those who had to pay for their lights 


coming before the council to ask for similar 
treatment. 

“THE CITY cant’t afford to light 
everyone’s street, that’s why we’re charging 
special assessments." 

Coleman suggested that the city look into 
the possibility of Wayne County sharing in the 
cost of the lighting. 

“The two roads border county land," 
Coleman said. “Therefore, the county should 
share in the cost. 

“Furthermore, the county also ought to be 
forced to look into stopping the use of 
Metroplitan Airport as a dumping ground for

Romulus residents have a 
new' Wayne County com- 
missioner to represent them in 
the 26th District.

A MACHINIST at the 
Cadillac Motor Company for 
the past 25 years, Harris has 
been a resident of Taylor for 
the past 16 years. He is 
married and the father of two 
children. 

Although he is not a 
Romulus resident, Harris 
meets the critereon set down 
by Romulus Mayor Terry L 
Troutt when he first learned 
the office was vacated by 
Sabo. 

Harris will be sympathetic 
with Romulus, and will work 
for us," Troutt said. “I met 


with Taylor MayorS Richard 
Marshall, and he assured me 
that Harris will have the best 
interest of Romulus at heart at 
the commission meetings." 

Troutt said he understood 
the appointment of a Taylor 
man to the position, “because 
Taylor has 75 per cent of the 


voters in this district. 

BUT HE ADDED that a 
man sympathetic to Romulus 
was needed to insure that the 
city get its fair share from 
Wayne County— particularly 
in the question of com- 
pensation for the expansion of 
the Detroit Metropolitan 


Airport. 

“Were going to start 
meetings with the county," 
Troutt said. “Having a man on 
our side at the commission 
will help us."

campaigned for a redrawing 
of the master plan, regardless 
of the team they ran with.” 

HE SAID he hopes to 
propose the studying by the 
Dec. 26 council meeting. 

If it is approved at that time, 
the study would take more 
than 18 months, and cost be- 


tween $45,000 and $65,000 
“With a cost like that, I’d 
like to see the referendum 
right included,” Troutt said. 
"That way, once the plan’s 
adopted, the money and the 
time put into it won’t go down 
the drain, regardless of the 
mayor or council that is in 


office at the time. 

“It would be the people who 
had the final right to decide 
planning issues." 

TROUTT SAID he would 
recommend that some 
restrictions be placed on the 
referendum proposal before it 
is implemented, however. 

“Maybe we’ll require a 
representative percentage of 
signatures to be included with 
any petition for a referendum, 
or ask the parties who want 
the referendum to share in the 
city’s costs," Troutt said.

All elected and appointed officials in 
Romulus will be available to answer 
qjebtioiis, or Uake cojhplairxj from l».v 
citizens in the city council chambers of 
the Romulus City Hall.

“After all. the council 
was elected to serve, and it can serve 
best if there is a meaningful com- 
munication between the citizens and 
elected officials.” 


Romulus dears rolls 
of non-resident voters

A total revamping of the 
city’s land use philosophy is 
the aim of Romulus Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt 
“The city is operating with a 
map drawn up by a committee 
of citizens who worked without 
expert help for planning the 
community," Troutt said. 
“Not only that, but the map 
which the citizens committee 
drew up was changed 
drastically by the former city 
council. It no longer 
represents the proposal 
presented to the council by the 
committee it selected to do the 
job." 

Troutt served on the citizens 
advisory committee and 
helped design what he now 
terms ‘the yellowed piece of 
paper that isn’t worth much 
anymore.’ 

TROUTT SAID the com- 
mittee’s goal was to make a 
planning map, and a planning 
procedure, which was more 
••ed to Hie r.?^ds 
community and more suited to 
toe wants and desires of the 
people. 

“1 wanted a plan which 
would be followed strictly, to 
insure orderly growth in 
Romulus, in all phases,” 
Troutt said “My concept of 
the master plan wasn’t to use 
it as a loose guide, which was 
changed when every ‘Tom, 
Dick and Harry’ came in to 
ask for a change .’’ 

Troutt said the original 
intent of the advisory com- 
mittee was to adopt a new 
master plan and a provision 
called for a referendum right 
by the people on all planning 
changes approved by the 
council. 

“That way, if the people 
didn’t like the changes the 
council made in the master 
plan by zoning amendments, 
the people could over-turn 
them in a referendum." he 
added. "I think in the long run, 
we’d have a more orderly 
developed city, instead of the 
piecemeal stuff we’re getting 
now. 

“BUT. WHEN that was 
proposed to the council, it 
made changes without a 
public hearing, and we’re 
stuck with this w orthless piece 
of paper and no referendum 
provision." 

Troutt said the first task he 
will assign to the city’s new 
planning firm — Community 
Planning and Management — 
is the revamping of the entire 
master plan structure and of 
the planning procedure 
“We’ll contract with them 
separately for a redrawing of 
the master plan, in an effort to 
bring Romulus back to the 
people," the mayor said. 

He added that he was 
confident the Romulus City 
Council would go along with 
his proposal “since every 
candidate elected to office 


Romulus may have a lot of 
non-residents on its voter 
registration rolls. And, 
Romulus City Clerk Leonard 
Folmar is determined to do 
something about it. 

“We’re about to start 
processing registrations of 
those voters who we believe 
have moved out of the com- 
munity, to determine if they 
vote anymore in Romulus 
elections," Folmar said. 

“We’ll be sending letters 
and if the letters are returned 
without a reply, w'e’ll consider 


the voter no longer living in 
the community,” he added. 
“That’s about the only way we 
can determine whether the 
number of registered voters 
we show is correct." 

FOLMAR SUSPECTS that 
there are more than 1,500 non- 
resident registration cards on 
his files— cards that no one 
uses, but that no one has 
bothered to cancel. 

“By all appearances, we 
should have less than the 
12,000 registered voters we 


claimed in the last election," 
he said. 

Folmar’s problem with 
registration isn’t unique, 
however. Clerks across the 
state are carrying far more 
people on election rolls than 
they believe live in their 
community because of a 1972 
Michigan Supreme Court 
ruling 

At that time, the court ruled 
that voters could not be 
canceled from the rolls simply 
for not voting once every two 

years. 

NOW, A VOTER need not 
vote for four years, and still 
may be on the roll. 

In the past, if no vote was 
cast in two years, the voter 
automatically was cancelled, 
and had to re-register before 
casting another vote in an 
election. 

The clerks throughout the 
area agree that the new 
procedure is a bit more 
democratic, since virtually no 
one is denied the ruling could 
create abuses 

“It’s conceivable that a 
person could remain 
registered in two com- 
munities, because no one

A Michigan State University engineer who 
has been studying the energy crisis for more 
than three years sees some profound changes 
needed if the United States is to successfully 
cope with the shortage of energy. 

Dr. Herman Koenig has been working on 
the energy situation under a grant from the 
National Science Foundation for longer than 
most people have even heard about the 
crisis. He doesn’t like what he has found 

The basic problem as he sees it is that 
energy has been so cheap that we have been 
quick to use higher amounts of it in exchange 
for less labor and less time consumption. This 
cheap energy has made possible a highly 
centralized society in which small towns and 


neighborhoods have disintegrated 

“THE CHEAP ENERGY allowed the 
buildup of the suburbs and the erection of 
huge shopping malls to replace neighborhood 
stores," Koenig said. 

“Yet both suburbs and malls are extremely 
wasteful of energy in comparison to a less 
highly centralized set up,” he added. 

The cheap energy also has made possible 
an economy based on the flow of money, with 
planned obsolescence, another energy 
wasteful factor, helping contribute to the 


economic well being 

“We ignored the fact that we live in a finite 
world,” Koenig said. “We ignored the fact 
that these sources of energy such as coal and 
oil are on the earth in finite quantities and will 
run out.” 

THE RESULT is an economy based on a 
continued supply of physical resources which 
are going to run out And if changes aren’t 
made, the result could be disastrous. 

“The depression of the 1930’s was caused by 
a failure of the money market,” Koenig ad- 


ded. “That, combined with the fact we were a 
less urbanized society allowed us to make it 
through. 

“But if the energy crisis produces a 
depression, it will be one caused by a failure 
of physical resources. The people living in the 
suburbs whose way of life and employment 
are based on a ready supply of energy will be 
cut off “ 

The engineer thinks the Arabs did this 
country a big favor w'hen they shutoff our oil 
during the recent Mideast crisis. 


“I DON’T SEE the current situation as a 
crisis, but as a blessing," he said. “The 
energy crisis is the only force in society 
strong enough to make us change and put 
ourselves in long term equilibrium with our 
environment. 

“It was only a matter of time until we ran 
out and it’s better to have the warning now 
than wait three or four years and get hit by a 
much more serious situation " 

Koenig sees a long term solution including 
the decentralization of society and turning 
away from the bigness which has come to 
dominate the country 
“The bigger the city, the more energy it 
takes per person to keep it running,” he said. 
“Just the problems of supplying food and 
removing wastes become much more

Will help party's cause 

State GOP will welcome Ford's assistance

LANSING — Michigan Republicans say 
Gerald Ford’s elevation to the vice 
presidency can only help the party's cause in 
the state. 

Ford has never been interested in wielding 
much power within the Michigan party and 
that is not expected to change But the fact 
that he is vice president and comes from 
Michigan is seen as a plus 

If nothing else, he should be a bigger 
drawing card than ever for fund raising 
dinners 

HE HAS ALWAYS been popular within the 
party in this slate A party thrown in 
Washington after he took the oath of office 
pulled more than 400 persons from Michigan 
and another 800 or so Michiganders who work 
in Washington. 

The Michigan party people feel they should 


have a little more clout in Washington as well, 
w ith a conduit for their feelings sitting next to 
the president 

Ford’s elevation would be a plus for Gov 
William G Milliken if he decides to run for 
another term next year The two men are not 
considered on the same philosophical plane, 
with Ford a more conservative person than 
Milliken But they have a great deal of 
respect for each other as persons. 

A COUPLE OF APPEARANCES on 
Milliken's behalf by Ford in western 
Michigan next vear would probably help 


shore up the conservative section of the party, 
a group which views Milliken suspiciously As 
vice president, Ford would get much more 
attention, and thus have more effect 

Should Ford decide to run for the 
presidency in 1976, it would make things a lot 
simpler for the party as well 

Without Ford, it was starting to look like the 
GOP might have a shootout between its 
conservative and liberal wings in 1976 Ford 
has continually said he has no plans to run in 
1976. but that is three years away and a lot of 
pressure could be generated between now and 


then to convince him to run, even if he does 
not assume the presidency sometime before 
then 

FORD IS WELL respected in the Michigan 
GOP and even if primary challenges should 
develop, it is doubted they would be carried 
here The same would not have been true had 
Spiro Agnew r been running 

Whatever happens with Ford, it's a sure 
thing he’ll have a better relationship with the 
Michigan GOP than Agnew did 

Milliken was openly and repeatedly critical 
of Agnew' in earlier vears. though their 


relationship had warmed before Agnew 
resigned. In 1970, Milliken worked to keep 
Agnew out of the state for fear it would hurt 
Milliken’s gubernatorial campaign. 

EVEN WHEN MILLIKEN became more 
friendly with Agnew, a lot of GOP’s were left 
grumbling last June when the vice president 
made a Lansing appearance and made no 
attempt to contact party people. Some 
hurried conferences were arranged, but a lot 
of noses were left out of joint. 

That won’t happen with Ford 
He’s got to be a plus for the party, both in 
Michigan and nationally,” said state 
Chairman William McLaughlin the day after 
Ford took his oath of office. “There’s no way 
his becoming vice president is going to hurt 
us.”

Vice President Ford 
offers new trust 


When Michigan’s Gerald Ford took the oath 
of office as this nation’s 40th Vice President, 
he concluded with a brief statement on how he 
viewed the nation’s future. 

Under the glaring lights of news 
cameramen and television crews, Vice 
President Ford promised to serve the nation 
and to defend, without reservation, its laws 
and constitution. 

We'd like to share some of Ford’s ob- 
servations with you, for they reflect the 
thinking of all concerned Americans. 

•‘I am deeply grateful to you, Mr. 
President, for the trust and confidence your 
nomination implied. As I have throughout my 
public service under six administrations, I 
will try to set a high example of respect for 
the crushing and lonely burdens which the 
nation lays upon the President of the United 
States. You have my support and loyalty.” 

Ford described the ceremony as a 
“moment of visible and living unity.” Then 


looking around the chamber, at the people on 
the crowded floor and in the galleries as well, 
he said: 

“I see Americans who love their country, 
Americans who work and sacrifice for their 
country and their children. I see Americans 
who pray without ceasing for peace among 
all nations and for harmony at home. 

I see new' generations of concerned and 
courageous Americans-but the same kind of 
America ns --the children and grandchildren of 
those Americans who met the challenge of 
Dec. 7 just 32 years ago.” 

The reference was to the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor which plunged the United 
States into World War II 
Through the years Ford has always been 
regarded as a true man of Congress He 
proved this assessment was correct when he 
said goodbye to his colleagues and added. 

“May God bless the House of Represen- 
tatives and guide you in all the days ahead ” 
We wish God’s blessings for the new vice 
president

WASHINGTON — Newly-installed Vice 
President Gerald R Ford has begun a highly 
visible effort to help keep President Nixon in 
the White House for the full three years 
remaining in his term 

Without any trace of guile, Ford told a 
packed news conference that he was con- 
vinced Nixon would not and should not resign. 
Further, he believed that any move to im- 
peach the President would come to nothing 

He even disputed the claim voiced by some 
members of the GOP that Watergate and 
related scandals had made President Nixon a 
liability for the Republican Party. If the 
President can find a solution to the difficult 
Middle East problem. Ford said, he will be 
back in the good graces of the American 
people “who are more interested in peace” 
than in chewing over Watergate 

FORI) GAVE THE impression Friday that 
his own role would be something like that of a 
reliable family doctor seeking to remove the 
fever from the bodv politic 

Less than 24 hours after being sworn in as 
Vice President. Ford stressed that he already 
was working to repair the tattered 
relationship existing between Congress and 
the White House 

This effort was not only going on with 
senators but also would be carried out among 
his former colleagues in the House. Ford 
explained In addition to office facilities on 
the Senate side of the Capitol, Ford also will 


have an office on the House side, an un 
precedented arrangement 

Political observers agreed Nixon could 
hardly have a better advocate with Congress 
Ford served tor 25 years as the congressman 
from Grand Rapids The last nine years he 
was House Minority leader 

ALTHOUGH A STRONG advocate of or- 
thodox Republican beliefs. Ford never let 
partisanship sour friendship Many 
Democrats as well as Republicans rejoiced in 
his elevation to the vice presidency 

With Ford next in line of succession to the 
Presidency, reports swirled through 
Washington that Nixon now would be forced 


to resign or be removed by the impeachment 
process That, it was said, would enable the 
Republican Party to fashion a new image in 
advance of the 1976 election with Ford as 
President 

“All this speculation about me is just 
speculation.” Ford said 

A short time before the news conference 
Ford conferred at the White House with 
Nixon Pointing this out, the new vice 
president said: 

I CAN ASSURE YOU the President has no 
intention whatsoever of resigning He 
restated that to me this morning I personally 
don’t think he should resign 


I have seen no evidence whatsoever of any 
kind that would justify a favorable vote in the 
House of Representatives on impeachment.” 

The House Judiciary Committee now is 
attempting to determine if grounds for im- 
peachment exist Ford made no effort to 
predict the decision that committee, 
ultimately would take but said it was per- 
fectly proper for the panel to go ahead witn its 
investigation. 

He also explained that he is one of those 
giving the President advice on “operation 
candor.” the effort to answer the various 
charges leveled against the White House by 
placing the relevant records on the table. 

Ford said the President intended to clear up 
all the issues now- clouding the White House 
by the first of the year “and has assured me 
when all the facts are out . that he will be 
completely exonerated ” 

FORD STRONGLY KNOCKED down a 
suggestion that Nixon was killing future 
Republican election hopes He said a visit by 
Nixon to a congressional district would help 
the party “because of the outstanding record 
the President has made in foreign policy and 
the fact that there are more pluses than 
minuses in the Administration’s domestic 
record ” 

Asked to enumerate the latter, Ford 
claimed the President had shifted the country 
from a wartime to a peacetime economy and 
at the same time increased the number of 
jobs available to Americans by almost 3 
million He also insisted that the President 
was coming to grips with the nagging food 
price and energy shortage problems.

Old man winter is coming 


The official arrival of winter, a 
partial lunar eclipse and Comet 
Kohoutek are among the astronomical 
highlights of December, according to 
University of Michigan astronomer 
Hazel M Losh 

Winter begins at 7 08 pm Dec 21, 
Prof Losh says At this time, she 
continues, the sun reaches the winter 
solstice the most southerly point of its 
yearly journey around the earth From 
this point onward the days become 
longer and the nights shorter 

•ONE HOPES THAT early predic 
lions are borne out and Comet 
Kohoutek becomes visible to the naked 
eye by th< beginning of the month ” the 
Michigan astronomer says “The comet 
should first be detected in the south- 


eastern sky just before sunrise.” she 
says, adding that it won’t become 
visible in the evening until after Dec 
28 The best lime for viewing the comet 
will likely be in January, she observes 
Noting that “it is possible Kohoutek 
may be far less spectacular than was 
earlier suggested.” Prof Losh reports 
that the comet is developing a faint, 
diffuse “tail” that may be some 30 
million miles in length 

The appearance of this comet near 
Christmas time is reminiscent of 
similar visitors recorded in four B C 
and Halley’s Cornel in 11 B C she 
points out “Both of these comets were 
mentioned in connection with the in- 
terpretation of the Christmas star ” 

A partial solar eclipse will occui 


on Dec 24, she notes However, since it 
will lx? under way at sunrise at 8:01, it 
will probably appear only as a small 
nick at the western edge of the sun. 

Some of the most beautiful and 
colorful stars of the whole year shine 
during December. Prof Losh says. The 
yellow star Capella can be found in the 
Constellation Auriga; the orange 
Aldcbaran in Taurus. Rigel and the 
giant red Betelgeuse in Orion; and 
Castor, bluish white, and Pollux, faintly 
yellow, in Gemini The “Star of the 
East,” the brightest in the whole sky, is 
Sirius. This star is found in Canis 
Major, the “dog of Orion ” 

A fitting sign of the season is Cygnus, 
the Northern Cross, w hich can be found 
in the northwest, Prof. Losh says.

inadequate gasoline supply for 
buses. 

At the recent meeting of the 
board of education, its 
business manager, Irvin Von 
Destinon and Van Buren 
School Supt Dale E. Kaulitz 
said the December supply of 
gasoline of 6,000 gallons 
received from the Gulf Oil 
Company was short by 1,500 
gallons. 

Officials of the firm 
reported that gasoline 
deliveries for January and 
February “may get worse.” 

Regarding heating fuel and 
electricity, the board decided 
that temperatures in all 
buildings in the district should 
be maintained at 68 degrees 
and at 60 degrees on weekends 
and during vacation period. 

In addition teachers, 
students and other employes 
are being asked to turn off 
unnecessary lights, close 
outside doors and take other 
reasonable measures to 
conserve heating fuel and 
electricity. 

Proposals, which would 
change kindergarten busing 
and limit elemental*)' and high 
school student usage of bus 
services to those who live 
beyond walking distances, are 
under study by the board of 
education.

Comparatively thin slices of 
heel steak, often made tender 
hy pounding, scoring or 
cubing, can be panfried for a

The amount of water vapor 
in the air is usually expressed 
as “relative humidity ” This 
is the ratio of water actually in 
the air to the amount of water 
vapor the air at that tem- 
perature can hold 

THE t AP.U 1 1 Y lor air to 
hold water vapor nearly 
doubles for every 20 -degree 
rise in temperature. Van Den 
Brink explains Therefore if 
we bring the cold outside air 
into our homes and heat it 
without adding moisture to it. 
the relative humidity drops 
drastically 

For example.” he says, “if 
the outside temperature is 30 
degrees and the relative 
humidity is 50 percent, the 
same air brought into the 
home with no moisture added 
would have a relative 
humidity of only 12 percent at 
70 degrees ” 

Though cooking, washing, 
bathing and growing plants 
add some moisture to the air. 
the amounts are generally 
insignificant. To avoid drying 
skin and nasal membranes, 
the buildup of static elec- 
tricity. the loosening of fur- 
nitture joints and that familiar 
chilly feeling, you have to find 
some way to put some 
moisture into the air. 

You could use a humidifier 
built into your heating system 
or a separate unit Your 
choice depends on the size of 
your home, how- well it is in- 
sulated. whether there are 
storm w indows and how much 
cooking and washing takes 
place 

The level of humidity you 
can maintain depends in part 
on the outside temperature. 
Van Den Brink notes 
“A 35 to 40 percent level is 
usually adequate,” he says, 
“but during very cold weather 
you may have to accept 25 
percent. because con- 
densation on windows may 
take moisture out of the air as 
fast as the humidifier adds it.” 

TO AVOID excessive 
condensation that may 
damage window frames, sills 
and walls, humidifier controls 
should generally be set at 
lower levels during extremely 
cold periods, he suggests. 

“Watch the windows in your 
home.” he advises. “If they 
are free of all moisture, 
chances are you can turn up 
the controls If they’re run- 
ning with water, your controls 
are probably set too high ” 
Storm windows will cut 
down condensation and permit 
you to maintain higher 
humidity levels 
In a poorly insulated home, 
condensation will sometimes 
occur on the walls. Unless 
corrected, it can cause a great 
deal of damage 
The consequences of too 
much moisture point up the 
importance of using good 
judgment when humidifying. 
Van Den Brink says. 

Protect your health, 
provide for your personal 
comfort, keep the furniture 
Irom tailing apart, but don’t 
make the place dripping wet 
trying to cut down on fuel 
consumption,” he urges

Red Cross alters 
malarial donor ban

Once rejected as volunteer 
blood donors because of birth 
or visitation in malarial areas, 
thousands of Detroit area 
residents are eligible to 
donate blood at the Red Cross. 

Red Cross Blood Program 
Medical Director Sheikh M. 
Saeed, M D , said the group’s 
national blood program, 
headquartered in Washington. 
D C., has directed the change 
in the malaria ruling as a 
result of extensive research 
indicating that such an in- 
fection is generally burnt out 
after three years. 

The ruling change revokes a 
1968 blood program directive 
“Donors will be accepted 
even if they have had clinical 
malaria, provided that three 
years elapsed without 
recurrence,” Saeed said. 
“Individuals native to or who 
have lived in malarial areas 
and have received anti- 
malarial drugs must still wait 
three years from the date of 
their last medication before 
donating.” 

He added, that if there is no 
episode of malaria, travellers 
from malarial areas are 
acceptable six months after 
returning to the United States 
“Although the incidence of 
malaria differs in each 
country, the World Health 


Organization has assigned 106 
countries the malarial 
status,” Saeed said. “The 
areas are located primarily 
along the equator.” 

Good beef 
buys ahead 

Sharply reduced wholesale 
beef prices signal a period of 
good meat values ahead for 
consumers In addition to 
recent increasing slaughter 
levels, the industry is in the 
normal seasonal bulge in 
marketing of all species 

Because of increased 
supplies, there is reason to 
expect that prices in the future 
will stablize at levels that will 
be attractive to consumers 
and yet not discourage future 
growth in livestock produc- 
tion. according to the National 
Live Stock & Meat Board. 
While no one expects meat 
prices to fall to levels of past 
years, supplies in sight should 
offer the consumer and her 
family more variety at at- 
tractive prices With a return 
to near normal marketing 
patterns, the industry will 
likely see much more stable 
pricing ol both livestock and 
meat

—a walk or jog as far as 
possible in 12 minutes. It is 
stressed that the individual not 
over exert himself even 
during testing 
—as many sit-ups as 
possible in four minutes - 
—as many pull-ups as 
possible in three minutes 
—as many push-ups as 
possible In two minutes 
— as many jumps with a 
rope as possible in five 
minutes 

Afler ihe test Is concluded, 
the physical fitness director 
analyzes It, based on pulse 
rates, and recovery pulse 
rates, the Individual's age. 
weigh!, height and the time he 
can spend on o fitness 
program. 

Based on this examination, 
each individual is given a 16- 
week program to follow' along 
with a weight reduction 
program, if needed, given to 
him by his doctor. 

Bicycle hikes also are part 
of the program during spring, 
summer and fall months.

My effort to obtain bonuses 
for veterans of the Vietnam 
era has moved into position 
for House debate and vote 
following its unanimous ap- 
proval by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee 
The proposal, however, 
would require voter approval, 
since it s financing involves a 
state bond issue. 

The issue was defeated in 
the 1972 general election, but it 
was my feeling that voters 
should have another chance at 
it The 1972 election also in- 
cluded a number of other, 
controversial items which 1 
feel worked against the 
Vietnam bonus 
MICHIGAN HAS provided 
bonuses for veterans of other 
wars, and 1 consider the 
veterans of the Vietnam era 
no less deserving. 

My proposal would provide 
for a maximum $600 cash 
bonus for combat veterans, or 
those who served overseas. 

There also w ould be a lesser 
bonus, based on months of 
service, for those who did not 
serve overseas during the 
time of the Vietnam conflict. 

There are 422-849 veterans 
who potentially would be 
eligible for the bonus. Under 
my plan, the state would 
issue general obligation bonds 
to repay the estimated $180 
million cost of the bonuses. 

Unlike the 1972 ballot 
proposal, this one does not 
include education benefits for 
veterans, which reduces the 
overall cost to the taxpayers. 

MEANWHILE, the House 
has taken action on a number 
of other bills 

One of them would qualify 
diabetics as vocationally 
handicapped for workmen’s 
compensation purposes. This 
bill passed by the House and 
sent to the Senate, would 
make it easier for persons w ho 
art diabetic to gain em- 
ployment in Michigan. 


The proposal would include 
diabetics in the vocationally 
handicapped section of the 
workmen's compensation 
second injury fund law, which 
relieves an employer of 
compensation payments after 
104 weeks 

After that time, the money 
for compensation would be 
taken out of the second injury 
fund 

The purpose of the bill is to 
encourage employers to hire 
diabetics. As it is now-, em- 
ployers may be reluctant to 
hire them because of their 
fear of compensation liability 


ANOTHER BILL passed by 
the House extends the en- 
forcement authority to local 
governments to make public 
buildings accessible to han 
dicapped persons 
It also would require that 
such facilities as lavatories, 
drinking fountains and 
telephones in buildings used 
by the public be constructed to 
allow use by the physically 
handicapped. 

The bill requires fscilities in 
public buildings constructed, 
remodeled or renovated after 
enactment of the new law to 


meet the requirements for use 
by the physically han- 
dicapped 

The old law- is somewhat 
unclear, not speedifying that 
local officials can* enforce its 
requirements. 

OTHER BILLS recently 
passed by the House: 

—permit medical in- 
stitutions and employees to 
refuse to perform abortions: 

—set safety standards for 
the operation and main- 
tenance of trucks, 

—permit thoroughbred 
racing at district, community. 
4-H and state fairs.

New rule 
limits prep 
mat bouts 

By TOM MOORADIAN 

Somebody - or somebodies - finally got to the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association about the excessive number 
of matches prep grapplers were involved in during the school 
year. 

And the MHSAA acted, thank goodness 

A MHSAA rule, passed in the summer, limits the number of 
weighins, therefore the number of matches, for a prep 
grappler to 20, exclusive of the district, regional and state 
tournaments. 

“THIS MEANS,” said Dean Shipman, Garden City West’s 
head wrestling coach, “that, even though there are loop 
holes in rules, there will be a limited amount of wrestling 
matches that a prep can compete in on the varsity level. 

“Of course I have heard arguments pro and against the 
new rule,” continued Shipman, “but, obviously something 
had to be done to stop a wrestler from burning himself out 
during the season.” 

Shipman pointed out that “people - and coaches - were 
getting concerned about the many matches wrestlers were 
involved in during the year, so if a wrestler is limited to 20 
dates, a coach is going to have to be careful to make sure his 
boy isn’t disqualified by going over the limit.’ 1 

However, Shipman said that the MHSAA ’s rule does have a 
loop hole. 

“There’s nothing to stop a varsity wrestler from wrestling 
reserves which doesn’t count in those 20 dates," said Ship- 
man. 

THERE ARE a couple of camps that offer legitimate 
arguments for and against the rule. One of the groups argues 
that “the more a wrestler wrestles, the more polished his 
moves will be”, while the other disagrees to that philosophy. 

“There are a lot of wives who have sighed in relief because 
of the new rule,” offered Shipman, “now that there is a limit, 
coaches won’t have the hectic schedules they have had in the 
past. 

“In fact, this weekend some of my wrestlers had the 
weekend off, and that’s a rarity for prep wrestlers, believe 
me," Shipman said. 

There also were some wrestling innovations at the recently 
staged Western Wayne Invitational held at Westland John 
Glenn, according to Jak Warren, who has followed Wayne 
Memorial’s wrestling fortunes for the past three years 



“GLENN TRIED a new system which should be in- 
teresting to those who stage such meets," said Warren, an 
acute statistician who is keeping his eye out for All-Area 
wrestlers this season. “The final bouts and the consolation 
finals at Glenn were staged on nearby mats and the cham- 
pionships alternates from one mat to the other so that fans 
got a chance to get a good look at least at half of the first and 
second places. 


. “Usually the championships are staged on one mat, and 
the third and fourth places - the consolation matches - on 
another. But by alternating the title matches, it sort of gave 
everyone a chance to see the championship matches,” 
Warren said. 


Warren added that the new rule - limiting the weighins to 20 
dates - evens out the schedule for schools, cuts the pressure 
and takes politics out of high school wrestling."

Now, if someone would step in and limit the number of 
hockey games some of the little leagues have scheduled, that 
would be dandy. Would you believe many of these kids play 
nearly 35 games a season?
